“the rain it raineth every day more 
orless. They cannot understand the 
sense of spending money for bringing 
water on desert land.“ We might 
have expected to hear such objections 
from the East as that, for instance, of 
the Iowa State Register, which re- 
cently, in its agricultural department, 
had an article on the “Irrigation 
Scheme.”’ 

This worthy granger organ, whose 
views west ward appear to be bound- 
ed by the Rocky Mountains, announces 
that Senator Stewart, with the Con- 
gressional committee, has been 
„Junketing“ over the West the past 
summer, making topographical ex- 
aminations of the arid regions. The 
Register thinks it is probable that 
a “glowing report will be made, show- 
ing that our present useless deserts 
can be redeemed and made to support 
in luxury at least 100,000,000 more in- 
habitants. And it is probable prop- 
ositions will be presented appropriating 
many millions for this purpose, which, 
if finally finished according to the plan 
laid down, will soon silence all com- 
plaint about a dangerous surplus in 
the treasury. But there has been no 
scheme concocted for years which 
needs more careful watching and 
guarding than this irrigation scheme.”

A PLEA FOR SILVER. 


Shall silver replace the United States 
legal tender notes? That was a ques- 
tiof which William P. St. John of the 
Mercantile National Bank, New York, 
attempted last month to answer in the 
affirmative. Mr. St. John affirms that 
there is no longer any profit to the 


d th 

actual loss is greatest to national 
banks located where current rates are 
highest for ordinary loans of money. 
Therefore, that it is fairly to be 
assumed that the last of these national 
bank notes will shortly disappear if 
Congress will.afford a slight amend- 
ment of the banking laws. 

Among inducements to retire the 
now outstanding legal tender notes, 
the following are mentioned: 

Virst—To retire these United States 
notes, by replacing them with silver, to cir- 
culate in coin, or, at the owner’s option, by 
certificate, will avold contraction, not only, 
but will actually increase the volume of 
our money by the release of a proportionate 
sum of the treasury reserve, meanwhile 
maintained for the notes which are thus 
retired aod cancel 

Second—The plan proposed to retire the 
United States notes will importantly en- 
hance the price of silver, and maintain that 
advance for a period of at least nine years. 
‘Lo enhance the price of silver importantly 
is to increase the world’s cost of that com- 
modity, which, upon arrival at the mints of 
India, and the payment of a moderate 
seniorage, becomes at once India’s iegal- 
tender money. 

Third—Our pro 


enhancement of 
the price of silver is thus to increase our ex- 
ports. Torepay us for our spare products, 
the foreigners cannot obtain our legal- 
tender silver at a farthing less than 100 
cents in gold. 

Fourth—The proposed retirement of the 
legal-tender notes, and voluntarily surren- 
dered bank notes, by replacing them with 
silver, will bring us practically to gold and 
silver only as our money. 

Fifth We pro that the silver certifi- 
cates, issued under these terms of law, shall 
be appointed legal tender, in order that the 
possessor of this representative of the actual 
coin shall possess wherewith to legally ten- 
der payment for any debt. 

Sixth—The adoption of our pro 
thus offers us utter, and — safe, inde- 
pendence of the outside world during a pe- 
riod of at least nine years—twenty years if 
it be safe to apply only one-half the doubled 
investment to the retirement of legal tender 
and bank notes—provided only that conti- 
nental Europe shall not meanwhile open 
her mints to silver free.

Lisnox, Dec. 9.— [By Cable and Asso- 
ciated Press.] It is stated that the greater 
portion of the higher officers of the Brazil- 
lan army are Anarchists, and joined the re- 
publican minority in the recent outbreak in 
Brazil under the belief that the demonstra- 
tion was to be merely against the Ministers 
and not against the Empire.

AMONG the industries of this section 
‘within a short ride of Pasadena are 
the Puente oil wells, which it will well 
répay tourists to visit. At Puente 
there are 15 or 16 wells, which produce 
about 90 barrels per day, or an average 
of six barrels per well. Last year 
82,800 barrels were taken from this 
‘place. The oil is dark and heavy, be-

The signs are: Leaves turning 
yellow and Cropping off, black limbs; 
the tree looking as though it had been 
through a tornado. The scale, we 
would say to the tourist who is inter- 
ested in seeing an enémy of the or- 
ange, is a small, reddish wafer about 
as large as the head of a pin. Hun- 
dreds are found upon every leaf and 
every fruit, and the combined amount 
of sap which they extract from a tree 
is enormous. Something will have to 
be done if the destroyer is to be 
stopped. 


THE presence of Robert Bonner in 
the San Gabriel causes an increasing 
interest in trotting horses. Mr. Bon- 
ner is well known as the owner of the 
fastest trotters in the world, this one 
point being a matter of pride with 
him; and be has done more to make 
the trotting horse what it is than any 
one man. His famous horses have 
been Peerless, Dexter and Maud S., 
paying for the latter $40,000. His last 
purchase is the celebrated California 
trotter, Sunol, for which something 
like $45,000 was paid. Mr. Bonner is 
the philanthropist among horsemen. 
He does not buy horses for what he 
can make, but for lris own pleasure 
and that of bis friends, his interest 
being to develop and improve the mag-

THE tourist who has been housed 
part of each day for several days very 
naturally thinks that California is 
rainy, but the truth is that we simply 
have enough to provide the summer 
store. This season, as will be found 
by referring to the records of the Signal 
Service Bureau, is a phenomenal one, 
more rain having fallen so far than the | 
entire southern country gets in an en- 
tire average season. Thirteen inches 
is sufficient to see us through, and this 
is the average, and the rule is for it to 
come in storms of from two to three 
days, several weeks apart; but this 
time two of these rainy seasons have 
evidently joined forces, and are holding 
out. The rainfall of New York city 
is much more than this, being about 


40 inches. That of Jacksonville, Fla.,

WHY IT RAINS. 


ONE EXPDANATION OF THE EX- 
TRAORDINARY RAINFALL. 


ologist Adheres to the Sun-spot 
Theory. 


“Did you ever see the like?“ has 
been an almost daily question foi two 
weeks past whenever in the routine of 
conversation the weather question has 
come up. And of course Pasadenians 


have not seen the like for wet weather 


for a long time. The recent rainfalls 
have been unusually heavy, and every- 


trouble. 
In the Eastern States the rainfall 
during the past summer and fall has 
been unprecedented, and meteorolo- 
gists tell us it is because the eastern 
gulf stream has come nearer the coast. 
The chief of the United States Geo- 
detic Survey upholds this theory. 
“Now we have been having.“ he 
says, “southerly and easterly winds, 
which have driven the stream in 
toward the coast. The Avarm and 
humid atmosphere created by the 
presence of this hot air meets a cold: 
stratum of atmosphere, and the result 
isthe continual fallofrain. Of course, 
when a great current of air from the 
north and west comes the stream will 
be driven back to its normal course, or 
even beyond. Then, and, in my 
opinion, not till then, will these 
copious and long-continued rainfalls 
ceuse. 

A Hus representative yesterday 
called upon Mr. H. 8. Channing to 
learn his views on the subject. Mr. 
Channing has been an untiring stu- 
dent for some years past in the science 
of ps tog and spent some time 
last winter in the United States 
Weather Service Bureau at Washing- 
ton, D.C. Relative to the gulf-stream 
theory Mr. Channing said: While the 
shifting currents of the guif stream 
may have had some effect on the east- 
ern rainfall, I do not think the theory 
is equally applicable here. 

“The gulf stream’s currents have a 
fixed general course. This varies 
somewhat at times, but the change is 
effected more by the temperature than 
by winds. A stream as wide and deep 
as the gulf stream is can hardly be 
swerved from its ee channel by 
winds, no matter of what velocity. 
Then itis much harder for Califor- 
nians to account for the climatic con- 
ditions of their State than it is for 
eastern meteorologists. Here the 
storms almost invariably come from 
the west, directly from the ocean, 
which forms a serious barrier against 
scientific metearological investigation. 

“T have more faith in the sun-spot 
theory, contiued Mr. ‘Channing. 
„The spots on the sun this year have 

ond 

some deny that these spots 

affect the annual precipitation of rain. 

the majority of thinking meteorolo- 

ts incline to an opposite opinion. 

do not pretend to say in what way 

precisely sun spots work climatic 

changes, yet I believe that they are 
instrumental in doing so. . 

But to return to the original the- 
ory, th's much may be taken as an 
assured fact: The definite course of 
the stream never changes. That is, 
that the course is governed by laws 
that are changeless, and although 
sometimes disturbed by heavy or con- 
tinuous winds, yet it will return to its 
regular channel as soon as the disturb- 
ing elements cease. 

If the latter theory be the true one, 
Californians generally will unite in a 
prayer for the cessation of the stream’s 
disturbing elements.

Today recalls a curious episode in 
the historic career of JOHN LAW. 
Toward the end of the reign of Will. 
iam IIL, London society was puzzled 
by the appearance.of a youn 
who soon became the talk of the town 
through the style in which he lived. 
His house was furnished in the most 
expensive manner; his dress was as 
costly as the richest noble could imi- 
tate; his hunters, hacks and racers 
were the best to be had for money, 
while his table was the finest 
the metropolis. All this was done 
without any visible means. It was 
only known that his name was Ed- 
ward Wilson, and that he was the 
fifth son of an impoverished gentile- 
man. In April, 1694, Wilson met Law 
atauinn, and as soon as they met 
both drew their swords, and after one 
pass Wilson fell, wounded in the 
stomach, and died without speaking a 
word. The cause of the duel was 
supposed to be a quarrel over a 
woman, and Law was tried for mur- 
der and condemned to death, but 
succeeded in making ‘his escape to 
France. Wilson’s death shed no light 
on the source of his means, as he left 
only a few pounds behind him and not 
a scrap of evidence to enlighten the 
+ gg respecting the mysteries of his 
ife. Law received a pardon in 1719, 
25 years after, and, on December 10, 
1720, was forced to flee from Paris, 
and, subsequently, to take refuge in 
E In 1708, there was pub- 

shed The Unknown Lady's Package 
of Letters,“ in 2 Countess Dunois’s 
memoirs of the Court of England, ac- 


cording to which, Wilson was the 


lover of the Duchess of Orkney, 
mistress of William III. The 
Duchess supplied him with money 
for some time, but final) 
w tired of him, fearing he woul 
iscover her secret. Wilson accident- 
ally became acquainted with the Duch- 
ess’s identity, upon which she broke 
off the connection, but still furnished 
him with money. One day a stranger 
called on the Duchess, and the ser-. 
vant, by playing eavesdropper, heard 
ber mistress n her strong-box and, 


say to the visitor; Take this 
upon me | 
my favor 


your work is ‘ 
for another thousand and 
forever. The servant went to Law’s 
trial, and was horrified to recognize 
in the prisoner at the bar the 
very man to whom her mistress had 
addvessed these. mysterious words. 
Law’s pardon as well as his escape to 
France was procured through the in- 
fluence and gold of the Duchess. When 
Law left Paris, December 12, 1720, he 
bad run his course, and was never able 
afterward to repair his fortunes. 

CHRISTIANA, Duchess of Lorraine 
was the daughter of Christian II. of 
Denmark, surnamed for his atrocitie 
the Nero of the North, and Isabel of 
Austria. She was a woman of keen 
intellect and great ability. Henry III. 
of England sought her hand, but 
Christiana repulsed him with the sar- 
castic observation, that, had she pos- 
sessed two heads one should have been 
at his grace’s service.“ She died De- 
cember 10, 1590. 

What is known in America as QUEEN 
ANNE’S WARis known in Europe as 
the War of the Spanish Succession, 
because it settled the rival claims of 
the House of Bourbon and the House 
of Austria to the Spanish crown. In 
December, 1710, the uprising of the 
Spanish population forced the Arch- 
duke Charles of Austria to retreat into 
Catalonia, while the English, under 
Lord Stanhope, were captured in 
the town of Brignega. On 
cember 10th the opposing French- 
Spanish and English-Austrian armies 
met at Villa Viciosa, when the former 
were completely victorious, and the 
Austrians retreated during the night. 
This victory made Philip V. King of 
Spain, and put an end forever to the 
pretensions of the Archduke, the 
would-be Charles III.
